Film Censor Board — A Report 


During the year 1955 the 
Central Board of Film Censors 
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examined 3074 films, in which 96 
were referred to the Revising 
Committees. The Board granted 
‘U?’ certificates for 1910 and 
* A ' certificates for 66 in respect 
` of foreign pictures and 766 ‘ U " 
certificates and 9 ‘A’ certificates 
for Indian Films. One Indian 
film and 49 foreign films were 
refused certificates. The total 
footage excised from films was 
1,04,605 feet. 477 films were 
declared by the Board as * Pre- 
dominantly Educational.’ 


469 films were re-certified by 
the Board of which 6 were grant- 
ed ‘A’ certificates. 8 of them 
were refused re-certification of 
which one was Indian. Appeals 
were received by the Govern- 
ment in respect of 24 feature 
films, and ‘in 19 of these Govern- 
ment did not find any justifica- 
tion to interfere. In 2 cases 
where the Board has refused cer- 
tificate, the decision on appeal 
was to grant certificate subject 
to deletion of objectionable por- 
tions. In two other cases the 
excisions suggested by the Board 
were modified by the Govern- 
ment on appeal. 


During the yearthe Cinema- 
tograph Act, 1952 for sanction- 
ing of cinematograph films was 
extended to the State of Pondi- 
cherry. During September, 1955 
the authorised strength of the 
advisory panels at Bombay and 
Madras were raised to 40 and 35 
respectively.

Films Division : 


The total number of cinemas 
in the circuits of the Films Divi- 
sion is 3,277. Owing to pending 
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was 2,780. 
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litigation concerning the exhibi- 
tion of approved films in the 
southern part of India the actual 
number of exhibitions this year 
It is estimated that 
on an average the films are seen 
by atleast 60 crores of people 
every year. The total number 
of prints made every week for 
exhibition was 157. 

11,842 copies in 16 m.m. and 
825 in 35 m m. have been sup- 
plied to the State Government 
and Central Government vans ia 
the five year plan publicity unit. 
The Films Division has expand- 
ed its activities during the year 
in that number of documenta- 
ries produced in 1955-56 is 67 
(142 reels) including record and 
presentation films and full-length 
documentaries, compared with 
39 films (42 reels) produced in 
1954-55. 

Out of these 12 documenta- 
ries were produced through the 
agency of private producers. 
Two documentaries which had 
been produced by them indepen- 
dently were also taken over by 
the Films Division.

Amendments to P.P.R. Act : 


The Govt. of Madras by G.O. 
Ms. No. 653 L.A. d/10-4-56 have 
notified the following amendment 
to rule 29 of the rules under the 
P.P.R. Act 1888. 


In the said rules, after rule 29 
the following shall be inserted : 


*29-A. Persons applying for 
licences shall send their applica- 
tions at least 21 days prior to the 
date for which the entertainment 
Is to take place and in the case of 
special temporary short-term 
licences, at least 10 days prior to 
such date,” 
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Increase in Postal rates : 


A Press note dated 31st March, 
1956 issued by the Director 
General of Posts & Telegraphs, 
New Delhi states that with effect 
from Ist April,’56, thefee payable 
for registration of postal articles 
will be increased from six annas 
to eight annas per article for all 
articles whether inland or foreign. 


Another note of 30th March, 
1956 states: there will be 
an increase in the rates for 
inland telegrams, excepting press 
telegrams with effect from April 
1, 1956. The basic charge for 
‘inland private and State tele- 
grams will be increased by one 
anna for ordinary and two annas 
for Express telegrams. The new 
basic rate for ordinary telegrams 
will be nine annas for the first 
eight words (including the add- 
ress) or less and one anna for 
each additional word. The basic 
charge for Express telegrams 
will be Re. 1 and annas two for 
the first eight words (including 
the address) or less and two 
annas for each additional word. 
In addition to the above basic 
charge, the surcharge of four 
annas for each ordinary and 
eight annas for each express 
telegram will continue to be 
levied as hitherto.

Indian Companies Act : 

Press reports issued on the sub- 
ject state : The new Companies 
Act comes into force on April 1, 
1956. Some of the provisions of 
the Act come into force imme- 
diately ; others after the lapse 
of certain periods. For the faci- 
lity of the public, offices of 
Regional Directors have been 
established at Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras and Delhi and Regist- 
rars of Companies are function- 
ing at 18 centres all over India. 
The public are, therefore, advised 
that they should get into touch 
with the nearest Regional Direc- 
tor or the Registrar of Com- 
panies and seek help in regard 
to the interpretation of the pro- 
visions of the new Act. 

It is now notified that section 
314 of the Companies Act, 1956 
restricting the holding of a 
place or office of profit in a com- 
pany by any of itsdirectors or 
any of his relatives applies to 
private limited companies as well 
as public companies, 

SECTION 314 

{ The relevant section reads as 

under : 


314: Director, etc., not to 


hold office or place of profit (1) 


Except with the previous con- 
sent of the company accorded 
bya special resolution, no direc 
tor of a company, no partner or 
relative of such a diréctor, no 
firm in which a director or rela- 
tive is a partner, no private 
company of which such a direc- 


- 
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tor is a director or member, and 
no director, managing agent, 
secretaries and treasurers, or 
manager of such a private com- 
pany shall hold any office or 
place of profit, except that of 
managing director, managing 
agent, secretaries and treasurers, 
manager, legal or technical 
adviser, banker, or trustee for 
the holders of debentures of the 
company, 

(a) under the company ; or 

(b) under any subsidiary of 
the company, unless the remu- 
neration received from such sub- 
sidiary in respect of such office 
or place is paid over to the com- 
pany or its holding company ]. 

FILING RETURNS 


In respect of some of the pro- 
visions of the new Act, compa- 
nies will have to file particulars, 
within 21 days of the com- 
mencement of the Act, together 
with the instrument creating a 
charge on their property or un- 
dertaking, with the Registrar in 
respect of any charge created on 
or after April |, 1914. It is 
now clarified that these insttuc- 
tions relate only to charges creat- 
ed since April 1914 which are 
not registrable under the provi- 
sions of the Indian Companies 
Act, 1913, but require registra- 
tion under the provisions of the 
mew Act.

Producers to Note 


Under Rule 27-B. of the 
Cinematograph (Censorship) 
Rules, 1952 the certificate of 
every picture will expire at the 
end of five year period. Therefore 
pictures which had been censored 
in the year 1951 and prior thereto 
are to be recertified as a condition 
precedent for their continued 
screening. In particular the pro- 
ducers of the following pictures 
of S. Indian & other languages 
are to take steps to see that their 
pictures are recertified under the 
rules before the date of expiry. 
Their application shall be in the 
prescribed form accompanied by 
(a) a chalan for an amount 
calculated at Rs. 2/- per 1000 ft. 
The amount should be credited 
in the Reserve Bank of India or 
the local sub-treasury to the head

IMPPA Meets Central Censor. 
Board : 


The Central Board of Film 
Censors met the members of the 
Executive Committees of the 


IMPPA and the Guild on the 
9th and 10th March. 


Mr. Kishore Sahu, President 
of the IMPPA suggested that 
any proposed cuts in any film be 
discussed with the representa- 
tives of the Association before 
they are finalised whenever the 
producer so desired, and that 
the Examining Committees 
should co-operate with the pro- 
ducers by examining films in the 
theatres selected by the produ- 
cers. He stressed the necessity 
in uniformity in the interpreta- 
tion of the Censor Code both 
for Indian and foreign films. 
He also pointed that there is no 
need for the continuance of the 
rule requiring re-certification of 
films every five years since all 
the films have been certified by 
the Central Board since 1951, 

The Chairman as regards the 
application of precisely the same 
standard for the certification of 
foreign films as for Indian films, 
felt that this would not be 
practicable and that, if this was 
to be a measure of protection to 
the Indian Industry, it should 
be referred to the Tariff Com- 
mission.

His Lordship Mr. Justice N. 
Rajagopala Iyengar disposed of 
two writ petitions filed on behalf 
of Banu Tg. Talkies in Jala- 
kantapuram in regard to the 
term 'open-space' occurring in 
the Places of Public Resort Act. 

The petitioner and another 
person, the proprietor of Sakthi 
Tg. Talkies applied to the 
Revenue Divisional Officer, 
Salem, for granting them exemp- 
tion under Rule 18-A of the 
Places of Public Resort Act. 
According to the rules, there 
should be an open space of 150 
feet around a touring cinema 
hall; but the Revenue Divi- 
sional Officer was empowered to 
grant exemption if the ‘ open 
space’ was atleast 60 feet all 
around. The exemption applied 
for was granted to both the 
parties. But the Tahsildar who 
was the authority to grant licen- 
ces for running touring cinemas, 
granted the requisite license only 
to the other applicant and not 
to the petitioner. Thereupon, 
the petitioner preferred two writ 
petitions one to quash the order 
of the Revenue Divisional 
Officer granting exemption to 
the respondent (Sakthi Tg. 
Talkies) talkies and the other to 
quash the order of the Tahsildar 
pranting a licence to him. 


The contention of the peti- 


tioner was that under the Rules, 
there should be an ‘ open space’ 
of not less than 60 feet around 
the cinema shed and that on the 
site for which the licence was 
granted to the respondent talkies 
there were about seven or eight 
cocoanut trees within 40 feet of 


the auditorium. Consequently 
the Revenue Divisional Officer 
had no jurisdiction to grant the 
exemption which he did. 

Allowing the petitions, His 
Lordship examined the relevant 
provisions of the Places of the 
Public Resort Act and the rules 
framed thereunder and observed 
that the term “open space’ 
should be understood to mean 
space without any building or 
trees. In the present case, there 
were trees within the minimum 
space specified. In the circum- 
stances, His Lordship held that 
the grant of exemption by the 
R.D.O. was without jurisdiction 
and allowed the writ petition 
and quashed the order of exemp- 
tion granted. As a result of the 
above His Lordship also cancel- 
led the licence granted by the 
Tabsildar to the respondent 
talkies. 

Mr. T. K. Srinivasan appeared 
for the petitioner, Mr. K. Thiru- 
malai and Mr. K. Parasaram 
for the respondent talkies and 
the Special Government Pleader 
for the State.

Gaiety Theatre Case : 

The Industrial Tribunal has 
recorded the terms of settlement 
in its award in the dispute bet- 
ween Gaiety Theatre, Madras and 
its workers, which are as follows: 
(G.O. Ms. 1540 Industries dated 
7—4 - 56.) 

* 1. From Ist April, 1956 en 
wards each  workman should 
normally work for 15' shows per 
week excluding the weekly holi- 
day and the shows which he 


' works at over and above the 
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said 15 shows shall be treated as 
extra and for each extra show 
worked by him he shall be paid 
an allowance of seven-eighth 
basic wages per day, subject to 
maximum payment for three 
such shows per week. 

2. For the period from Ist 
September, 1955 to 31st March, 
1956 he shall be paid seven- 
eighth basic per day, for each 
extra show worked by him sub- 
ject to a maximum payment for 
two extra shows only per week. 

3. For the years 1952, 1953 
1954 and 1955 each worker will 
be paid a bonus of 14 months 
basic wage deducting any 
amounts that have already been 
paid by way of bonus, in respect 
of the years above mentioned. 

4. Towards the above a sum 
of Rs. 100/- shall be paid to 
each worker on or before the 
12th April, 1956 and the balance 
shall be paid before the 15th of 
May, 1956 

5. Basic wages for scavangers, 
sweepers and office-boys shall 
be at Rs. 26/- a month of lts 
April, (956. | 

6. Dearness allowance shall 
be at the present fixed amount 
of Rs. 30/- a month. 

7. A gratuity shall be paid to 
each worker at the rate of half 
month basic wage for each year 
of service provided that a mini- 
mum of three year's service 
should be put in before the 
employee becomes entitled to 
the benefit of the scheme and it 
shali not be paid to any em- 
ployee who is dismissed for 
misconduct involving financial 
loss to the company.
